It is noted that the proposed 
amendment to claim 1 to recite, inter alia, "A two-stage transfer for application with a 
heat and pressure sensitive adhesive ... a backing coat ... covering said indicia area 
and consisting of a pressure sensitive adhesive ..." and delete " b. a top coat of a 
pressure sensitive adhesive . . . ". The Examiner notes that such an amendment renders 
the structural relations of the "heat and pressure sensitive adhesive" (presumably 
corresponds to the cancelled "top coat") to the other layers vague and indefinite, and 
also appears to change the scope of the instantly claimed invention, and as such raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.
